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WHEN Nigel Pearson 
returns to St Mary’s 
on Monday night, the 
away changing room 
may seem unfamiliar - but 
a few of those occupying the 
home side’s won’t. 

Having been the Saints boss around 
four years ago, you might expect it to be 
some of the players that would bring 
back happy memories of Pearson’s time 
on the south coast. 

But with most of them having long 
since left the club, it will actually be the 
Saints management team with whom 
Pearson will no doubt share a hand¬ 
shake and a smile. 

Pearson walked through the St Mary’s 
door in mid-February 2008, having been 
appointed by Leon Crouch and Lawrie 
McMenemy. 

George Burley had moved on to 
become Scotland national team manager 
and a spell of Jason Dodd and John 
Gorman in caretaker charge could go on 
no longer. 

Pearson’s first game was against 
Plymouth, but as he didn’t pick the team 
- the 2-0 Argyle defeat came so soon after 
his appointment - his first proper match 
in charge was a trip to Scunthorpe. 

Of course, Nigel Adkins was the oppo¬ 
sition manager that day. 

But, just as significantly, the man who 
would join Adkins at Saints as his assis¬ 
tant, Andy Crosby, was in the starting 
line-up for Scunthorpe. 

Pearson knew he needed to get Saints 
off to a flying start and he could barely 
have asked for better than seeing his side 
awarded a penalty in the opening min¬ 
utes. 

The foul was on Stern John - and com¬ 
mitted by Crosby. 

It was a strange incident, none of the 
Saints players even appealing but the 
referee awarding the spot kick after con¬ 
sulting with his linesman. 

After the game Adkins was still baffled 
as to why it had been given, but there 
was one, solitary piece of evidence. 

The only person to get any footage 
whatsoever was Daily Echo photograph¬ 
er Paul Collins, who captured perfectly a 
clear shirt tug that led to the spot kick 
which Gregory Vignal tucked away. 

Saints would surely have accepted the 
point they ended up getting. 

The Iron equaliser was scored by... you 
can probably guess by now. 

It was a penalty awarded at the other 
end. 

Crosby stepped up to take it and saw it 
saved by Kelvin Davis, surely something 
the Saints keeper reminds his now boss 
of on occasions. 

However, Crosby probably has the last 
laugh as the rebound came back to the 
big centre half and he tucked it away. 

A decent away point was just the start 
Pearson needed. 

The Saints side he inherited were short 
on confidence. 

When Burley had left it looked like a 
season of mid-table obscurity beckoned. 

Saints rarely had the consistency to 
threaten promotion, but were a steady 
13th with ten wins from 28 games and 
relegation never really a thought.

Gorman and Dodd’s spell in charge 
saw a dip in form with an FA Cup win 
over Bury followed by a defeat against 
Norwich, a draw with Crystal Palace 
and then a hat-trick of losses against 
QPR, Stoke and Bristol Rovers in the FA 
Cup - and, yes, the coincidences contin¬ 
ue as Rickie Lambert scored the only 
goal of the tie to knock Saints out. 

That last performance was the final 
straw and Pearson was quickly handed 
the job. 

His style was very much an understat¬ 
ed one. 

His huge physical presence, from a 
career as a rough and tough centre half, 


gave him an air of command and he led 
from the front. 

It ended up being a backs to the wall 
type of job as, by the time he came in, 
Saints were down to 18th and starting to 
look over their shoulders. 

Interestingly, the statistics tell you his 
record actually wasn’t that good at 
Saints, but the numbers alone don’t tell 
you how hard it is to pull around a team 
short on confidence. 

Pearson took charge of 14 games at 
Saints and managed just three wins - 
until the vital one on the final day of the 
season, to keep Saints up, it was an even 
worse two in 13. 

But, importantly, he gave the squad a 
shot in the arm and really organised 
them to make them hard to beat. 

In those 14 games Saints may have 
won only three but they lost just four, 
meaning seven draws.

The league table for that season, even 
from Burley’s time in charge, told a 
story of how Saints drew far too many 
games over the course of the campaign. 

But after the dramatic last day sur¬ 
vival, beating Sheffield United 3-2 at St 
Mary’s, Pearson became something of a 
hero with the fans. 

It was not only for what happened on 
the pitch, but also the way he conducted 
himself when the club hit the headlines 
for the wrong reasons off it after the 
arrests of Nathan Dyer and Bradley 
Wright-Philhps. 

He was seen as firm and fair and his 
style impressed. 

What happened next for Pearson was 
harsh. 

Crouch was pushed aside as Rupert 
Lowe and Michael Wilde returned to the 
club, this time in tandem. 

Pearson had only been on a short term 
contract until the end of the season, and 
that was not renewed. 

Lowe and Wilde didn’t believe he was 
the right man to take the club forward 
in a new era with a vastly-trimmed bud¬ 
get and a reliance on young players. 

In came Jan Poortvliet and Mark 
Wotte instead. 

The decision to release Pearson was 
one that Saints fans met with a mixed 
reaction. 

Like all football fans, there is always 
the sense of ‘the King is dead, long 
live the King’ when managers 
and players come and go. 
But hindsight certainly 
made them wistful. 
Football is a game of 
maybes and whether 
Pearson could have 
kept Saints up 
again is hard to 
say. 

He certainly 
would have 
had much 
more expe¬ 
rience of the 
league, 
but if the 
doubts 
were 


already there an uneasy relationship 
with those running the club could have 
existed and undermined all that. 

It’s like Burley’s departure - many 
Saints fans were pleased he left but, 
with him in charge, they were never 
likely to reach the play-offs that season, 
but it’s also highly unlikely they would 
have stared relegation in the face. 

Pearson wasn’t licking his wounds for 
long, though, and has gone on to prove 
his managerial pedigree. 

He went to Leicester and took them 
straight up from League One in his first 
season and then to the Championship 
play-offs in his second, where they lost 
to Cardiff on penalties. 

All was not well behind the scenes 
there either, though, and once Hull were 
given permission by ex-Pompey chief 
Milan Mandaric to speak to Pearson the

writing was on the wall and he was on 
the move again. 

A mid-table first season with the 
Tigers was achieved, but he only got a 
few months into another when he made 
the move to Leicester for a second stint, 
walking back into the King Power 
Stadium in November last year. 

What he has inherited this time is a 
tricky situation. 

Expectations were high at the start of 
the campaign after Sven Goran- 
Eriksson’s prolific spending under the 
backing of the club’s Asian owners. 

The Swede assembled something of a 
Football League all-stars side but get¬ 
ting them to gel and fulfil their pre-sea- 
son biffing as champions-elect proved 
hard to reach. 

Even since Pearson came in it has 
been hard for him to turn things 
around, a sure sign that he is going to 
need time to work with his side. 

The Foxes surely want promotion as 
soon as possible given their investment, 
but to expect it in such a turbulent cam¬ 
paign may now be hard to achieve. 

Some say you should never go back 
after you’ve enjoyed success, but 

Pearson did. 

He now faces a big task to achieve the 

ambitions Leicester have.

before the break when former West Ham 
striker Marlon Harewood and McGugan 
combined well to tee up Paul Anderson 
with the goal gaping.

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MORGAN Schneiderlin has revealed he 
could have moved to the Premier League 
when he was just 16-years-old. 

The midfielder has been at St Mary’s for nearly four 
years, having joined the club at the age of 18. 

He admits it is his “dream” to play in the top flight, and 
is confident of achieving that goal next season. 

But the French star has confessed he could have made 
the switch to England much earlier than he did. 

“I had the opportunity to come three years before I 
actually came, when I was 16-years-old and I wasn’t real¬ 
ly ready,” said the 22-year-old. 

“So I made a choice to not come. I said to 
my family if I come to England it’s to play. 

“Because if you come to England and you’re ^ 
not playing you have not your family or your 
friends, and it’s not the best situation.” 

Schneiderlin admitted more than one club had been 
interested in him when he was 16, including Premier 
League sides, but he would not be drawn on names. 

“I had a few opportunities at the time, but it’s 
in the past now,” he said. “I’m not going to 
name any team.” 

Schneiderlin eventually did opt to 
leave his homeland and his club, 

RC Strasbourg, in 2008, when 
Saints paid £1.2m for him. 

The midfielder said the time 
was right for him to make the 
move then, and it is a transfer 
he has not regretted. 

“When I knew Southampton 
wanted to play me almost every 
game I took this chance,” explained 
Schneiderlin, who has made 141 
appearances for Saints. 

“And now I’m in the best country for 
football in the world, so I’m very happy.” 

With Saints top of the Championship going 
into this weekend’s matches, Schneiderlin 
knows the Premier League is within touching V A 
distance. 

And he explained just how much it 
would mean to get there. 

“It’s a dream of our life,” he said. 

“We know we’ve got a massive 
chance this year if we can keep 
going. 

“We know every game is going to 
be hard this season. 

“We know it’s going to be long, but 
we know we have a great chance. 

“I came to Southampton to play in the Premier 
League, and hopefully it can be next year.”

Answers 
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WHAT a difference a week 
makes. 

Last week I bemoaned, albeit 
slightly, the lack of transfer activity 
at Southampton. 

This week it would seem that 
Saints are bidding on just about 
every high profile non Premier 
league striker around. 

According to some national news¬ 
papers we’ve put a substantial bid 
in for Jordan Rhodes at 
Huddersfield. 

And according to another, we’ve 
submitted a record-breaking bid for 
Gary Hooper from Celtic. 

Both teams are vying for the top 
spot of their respective leagues and 
it would seem highly unlikely that 
either club would sell their major 
assets mid-season. 

That said, if the bid’s right then 
the bid’s right. 

And, in the current financial cli¬ 
mate, what club could seriously 
shrug off a bid like the ones Saints 
are reportedly offering? 

Surely a club like Celtic wouldn’t 
entertain a bid from a 
Championship club? Or would 
they? 

Celtic aren’t the giant they’d like 
us ah to think they are. 

At best, their international form 
in the Europa league is on a par 
with the likes of Birmingham and 
until they play any kind of 
Championship club it would be 
hard to argue that either Rangers 
or Celtic are bigger than a lower 
placed Premiership club. 

Yes, both clubs have huge atten¬ 
dances and are undoubtedly big 
clubs. 

But their size is in terms of fan- 
base not actual ability. 

They may dominate Scottish foot¬ 
ball, but since when was that such a 
difficult task? 

Claims that Hooper is worth over 
£10 million are, quite simply, farci¬ 
cal. 

If rumour is to be believed, the 
wage structure at Celtic isn’t that 
dissimilar to that of Saints. 

And with that in mind, and the 
strong sense of ambition at the 
club, is it really that much of a leap 
to believe a move to Saints couldn’t 
be a step up rather than a step back¬ 
wards? 

No doubt Saints will deny they’re 
interested in these players, but the 
reality is they should be. 

Both are young and up-and-com¬ 
ing and both would indicate a long 
term strategy that revolves around 
young players outside of the 
Premiership. 

Norwich and Swansea have 
proved that you don’t have to have 
big names to make it in the 
Premiership. 

A strong team ethic can overcome 
a multitude of hurdles. 

The truth tragedy of the Premier 
league is that clubs like Norwich 
and Swansea spend so much time 
worrying about survival in the 
Premiership that they don’t look at 
the bigger picture. 

Clubs such as those two are 
absolutely ripe for winning, say, 
the Carling Cup or the FA cup. 

So many of the so called big five 
clubs treat these trophies with such 
disdain that I’d fancy Swansea over 
Man Utd/Chelsea/Arsenal second 
stringers any day of the week. 

In football, winning is a good 





habit to get into. 

I seriously believe that the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy was vital 
to Saints’ turnaround in fortunes as 
the players experienced first hand 
what real success was. 

Instead of being so damn worried 
about relegation, wouldn’t it be glo¬ 
rious to get a club like Norwich 
winning a major domestic trophy 
and seeing a club outside the top 
ten enjoying their moment of glory? 

There are three all-Premiership 
ties to be played in the fourth round 
and at the very least Liverpool or 
Manchester United will not make 
the next stages. 

As the draw unfolds, the more 
inviting the FA Cup looks. 


Saints’ trip to Millwall present us 
with a similar dilemma to the pro¬ 
moted Premiership sides. 

Whilst the Premiership is the 
prize, there is a real opportunity for 
a Championship club to win the FA 
cup. 

Playing the Academy players is 
certainly the right thing to do, giv¬ 
ing them a real taste of first team 
football. 

Let’s not be so obsessed with pro¬ 
motion as to not at least glimpse at 
the glory that lies just beyond the 
horizon. 

The spirit of ’76 is still alive and 
kicking; let’s not snuff it out with¬ 
out good reason... 

In closing, yet again there’s never 


been a better time to be a fan with 
Saints sat top of the league, 
although a win for West Ham prior 
to our game on Monday would put 
them top over the weekend. 

With Lambert back from suspen¬ 
sion, and Fonte and Chaplow hope¬ 
fully back soon, it’ll seem like a 
slew of new signings to help bolster 
the push for promotion. 

None of us know what goes on 
behind closed doors, but we must 
have faith that our fiercely ambi¬ 
tious chairman will do what’s best 
for all of us. 

Exciting times await us, keep the 
faith and hold on tight.

o pens uo Cun of Nations 


IT is hoped the African Cup of 
Nations will not be diluted by the 
absence of many past winners. 

That has been the biggest talking point 
out here as we prepared for the 28th 
African Cup of Nations, which began on 
Saturday. 

The tournament will be graced by 368 
players in Gabon and Equatorial Guinea, 
until the final on February 12. 

Many of Africa’s star players ply their 
trade in the European leagues and the 
biggest contributor will be France, from 
where 55 players have been called up for 
the competition. 

But this year’s Cup of Nations will be 
missing the likes of Egypt, who incredibly 
have won the last three African Cup of 
Nations - in 2006,2008 and 2010 - as well as 
Cameroon, Nigeria, South Africa and 
Algeria. 

It will be fascinating to see how debu¬ 
tants like Botswana and Niger fare, as 
well as Equatorial Guinea. 

Ranked 151st by FIFA and 41st in Africa, 
the hosts are the competition’s under¬ 
dogs. But one can never tell. You never 
know what they might achieve with home 
advantage and a huge incentive - Elm 
bonus and $20,000 per goal - to win their 


opening game against Libya (although it 
is unclear whether similar incentives will 
be forthcoming in their other group 
matches versus Senegal and Zambia). 

Holders Egypt have blamed the Arab 
Spring for their demise but Libya over¬ 
came remarkable odds in qualifying, 
despite the uprising that overthrew 
Gaddafi and left their football 
infrastructure in disarray. 

I make Ivory Coast and their 
galaxy of stars the hot favourites. 

For many of them it may be 
their last chance to win 
their country’s first Cup of 
Nations since 1992 in 
Senegal. 

Key players like Didier 
Drogba, goalkeeper 
Boupaca Barry, mid¬ 
fielder Didier Zokora 
and defender Kolo d 
Toure are all now the 
wrong side of 30. 

Hot favourites in 2008 and 
2010, the Ivorian Elephants 
choked at both tournaments 
but their preparation in the 
United Arab Emirates has 
gone well, with wins over 
Tunisia and Libya and goals 


from Chelsea’s Salomon Kalou in both 
games. 

Ranked 18th by FIFA, Ivory Coast are 
the best side in Africa on paper. But if 
they fluff their chance again there are 
other nations waiting to pounce. 

Senegal have a talented strike force led 
by the formidable Demba Ba, who is ably 
assisted by Newcastle United’s latest 
capture, Papiss Cisse. 

These players should push Senegal, 
the fifth-best team in Africa according 
to the rankings, to the final stages and 
confirm their impressive qualifying 
form. 

Ghana, World Cup quarter- 
finalists and Cup of Nations run¬ 
ners-up in 2010, also have a big 
chance. 

Unfortunately they will not 
have Michael Essien, who 
returned to action for Chelsea

last weekend but too late to make the 
squad after a long-term injury. 

Also missing is AC Milan’s Kevin- 
Prince Boating, but it is Ghana’s strength 
in depth that makes them strong chal¬ 
lengers. They still have Inter’s Sulley 
Muntari and former Sunderland striker 
Asamoah Gyan. And may I suggest you 
look at the Ayew brothers from Marseille; 
midfielder Andre, 22, and striker Jordan, 
20 . 

They have caught the eye this season 
and have great genes - their father is the 
great Abedi Pele, the former African 
Player of the Year who burst on the scene 
as a 17-year-old and was the catalyst for 
Ghana’s 1982 success in Libya. 

The four-time champions may feel 2012 
is their year. They are ranked 26th by 
FIFA and second in Africa. 

Morocco and Tunisia will also be hard 
to beat. Morocco, the 1976 champions, will 
be desperate to do well after missing the 
last tournament, while Tunisia struggled 
through the qualifiers but look young and 
energetic and may prove troublesome. 

On paper, this year’s tournament is the 
most open for years but I will be sur¬ 
prised if one from Morocco, Ivory Coast, 
Ghana and Senegal fail to lift the trophy 
next month. 
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Redknapp

HARRY Redknapp claims he 
would be in a good position to 
win the Barclays Premier 
League with Tottenham if he 
had the money Manchester City 
manager Roberto Mancini has 
at his disposal. 

City boss Mancini and prede¬ 
cessor Mark Hughes have 
spent almost £500million on 
transfers since Sheik Mansour 
took over the club three and a 
half years ago. 

Mancini led his team to FA Cup 
glory last year, but neither he 
nor Hughes have managed to 
win the league in that time. 



And Redknapp, pictured, who 
has turned his team in to title 
challengers on a fraction of 
City's riches, believes he would 
have a good chance to win the 
championship if he had a simi¬ 
lar amount of money to spend.

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Warnock? He never 
stood a chance ... 


IT’S hard not to have a bit of sym¬ 
pathy towards Neil Warnock after 
his sacking from QPR. 

Yes, he will have no doubt been 
paid handsomely for his time there 
and have got a good package once 
he was booted out. 

But some of what he says does 
strike a chord rather than merely 
sounding bitter. 

If what he says is correct about 
the chairman interacting with play¬ 
ers and fans on Twitter, then that is 
worrying. 

Social media has a place in mod¬ 
ern society and nobody could deny 
that, but nowadays club officials 
spend far too much time worrying 
about a minority of online fans 
rather than the majority. 

If you just don’t know, in a gener¬ 
al sense, the people that support 
your club you may think what you 


hear on Twitter or read on Internet 
forums is what the majority of fans 
actually think. 

In Adam Rant’s experience, it is 
generally not the case at all. 

There are some very sensible fans 
on Twitter or forums who make very 
valid points. 

But they are drowned out by so 
many idiots, so many of them post¬ 
ing at such random times they have 
to be those the law would still 
deem as children, the unemployed 
or total fanatics. 

Either way, if you met them face- 
to-face you’d take their opinions 
with a pinch of salt. 


Yet, because their views are easy 
to access behind a computer 
screen and you can’t see who they 
are, they are treated as gospel. 

One such incident that sticks in 
Adam Rant’s mind is a local one 
where some ‘fans’ desperate to 
stick up for ‘the club’ in an argu¬ 
ment criticised Matt Le Tissier as a 
player for Saints, claiming he was a 
lazy footballer who lacked ambition 
and shouldn’t have stayed at the 
club. 

It made my blood boil. 

Stroll into a local pub in the area 
and you find the real fans, the ones 
who make up 90 per cent of your 


home crowd every week. 

Their views you will find are often 
quite different, and most of the idiot 
posters, not the sensible ones, 
would not have the balls to step up 
and say what they do online to peo¬ 
ple’s faces. 

It’s much easier hiding 
behind a computer screen 
and a made up name. 

What courage they have. 

But let me tell you who 
the biggest fools of all 
are, the club officials who 
are glued to them and 
can’t see them for what 
they actually are. 

It’s frightening they have football 
clubs in their hands. 

If Warnock, pictured, was right, 
you have to pity him. 

He never stood a chance.

WINNING becomes a habit in the 
same way that losing does. 

The trick that the very best in the 
world of sport pull is to be able to 
turn things around and start afresh 
when their momentum dries up. 

That is now the challenge facing 
the England cricket team following 
their humbling in the First Test 
against Pakistan in the Middle East. 

The defeat was every bit as crush¬ 
ing as the statistics suggested. 

For England, it was a call to reali¬ 
ty. 

They had enjoyed an amazing run 
over about two years to get them¬ 
selves to the top of the Test cricket 
ratings. 

They have had that feeling of 
unstoppable momentum that is 
hard to capture in sport, but when 
you get it is difficult to imagine ever 
ending. 


Win follows win follows win fol¬ 
lows win, and you go out on the field 
every time you play, no matter what 
obstacles are thrown in your way, 
believing you will overcome them. 

You cannot actually imagine it not 
happening. 

England have had an unusually 
long rest period in modern Test 
cricket, something which the play¬ 
ers did want. 

Starting up again, after having 
reached their pinnacle, was always 
going to be a very tough challenge. 

On the evidence of the first Test, it 
was one they were simply not up to. 

Did people get carried away by the 
No 1 rating? 

Probably. 

Adam Rant has gone on record as 
hailing the achievement as a mar¬ 
vellous feat and one for which the 
team and the staff deserve an awful 


lot of praise. 

However, it has also been noted 
here that the real test of England’s 
credentials was going to be this 
series, playing on unknown wickets, 
and then a tour to Sri Lanka. 

If you could win these then you 
really could claim to be the undis¬ 
puted world leaders. 

Did England become complacent 
because of their success? You’d like 
to think not. 

But certainly there was the suspi¬ 
cion before the Test started that 
they had not had the requisite num¬ 
ber of warm-up games. 

The argument that it’s hard to find 
opposition is understandable but 
money is generally little object for 
English cricket these days and sure¬ 
ly they could have cobbled together 
some players for a further warm-up 
match, even if was a case of shipping 
some county cricketers out there? 


England did end up looking under¬ 
prepared and, whether that was 
because of a lack of serious practice 
which exposed the batting, or 
because they were mentally not in 
tune through complacency or some¬ 
thing else altogether, is hard to 
assess at this stage. 

But one thing is for sure, the bat¬ 
ting didn’t fire and it landed them in 
huge trouble. 

As stated in these very pages last 
weekend, it’s much harder to stay at 
the top than it is to get there. 

England now have a lot of ques¬ 
tions to answer and we will find out 
very soon whether they have what it 
takes to stake a genuine claim to 
being the world’s undisputed best 
side... 

... or whether their run to the top 
owed much to momentum and the 
right matches at the right time.

SO the Amir Khan 
rematch verdict from the 
WBA is being appealed 
by Lamont Peterson, 
while Khan withdrew his 
appeal to the IBF over 
the defeat - meaning 
Peterson remains cham¬ 
pion. 

‘Mystery man’ Mustafa 
Ameen has come out and 
offered an explanation 
for his actions but appar¬ 
ently his maths doesn’t 
work and we’re not at all 
sure what some of the 
other key players are 
saying. 

Only in boxing, a sport 
apparently so desperate 
to avoid claims of cor¬ 
ruption and fight fixing 
yet so utterly incapable 
of coming to sensible 
and unified verdicts. 

The folly of so many 
titles and no decisive 
governing body to make 
unilateral decisions in 
times of crisis has under¬ 
mined the sport at the 
very top level and contin¬ 
ues to do so. 

The best fighters can 
hide away and dodge 
fights against their clos¬ 
est rivals and when deci¬ 
sions need challenging 
the system is a total 
mess, as has been 
proved by the Khan saga. 

There are clearly ques¬ 
tions to be answered 
after that fight, and in 
any other sport an inves¬ 
tigation would take place 
and a conclusion 
reached. 

Even if you couldn’t go 
through all that, surely 
you would say the verdict 
of the first fight stands 
but order a rematch. 

It’s what the public 
wants to see after, lest 
we forget, what was a 
brilliant first meeting 
between Khan, below, 
and Peterson. 

It will also be a huge 
crowd puller if you’re 
worried about the bottom 
line. 

In the Sports Pink this 
weekend, there is an 
interview with legendary 
local trainer Jack Bishop 
who is exasperated with 
some of the things hap¬ 
pening in British boxing.

Keeping us sane 


JUST over nine years ago, 
Swansea City were rock bottom of 
the Football League. 

On March 22 2003, a side containing 
midfielder Leon Britton lost 2-1 at home 
to Carlisle to slip three places to 92nd in 
the league. 

It was not a huge surprise - the Swans 
had spent the whole of Boxing Day 
through to early February in the same, 
woeful position. 

In the end, the only reason they 
stopped sliding into the 
Conference was the fact they 
won their last game of the sea¬ 
son 4-2. 

Top of League 2 that season were 
Rushden & Diamonds, with Hartlepool 
runners-up and Wrexham third. 

Not even a decade ago, that was. 

Now Rushden & Diamonds no longer 
exist - they were wound up due to their 
financial problems last summer - while 
Wrexham have been playing non 
league football for the last few years. 

And Swansea City? 

Well, last Sunday’s pulsating 3-2 
home win over Arsenal sent a message 
to the rest of the top flight that the club 
will almost certainly be playing in the 
Premiership again next season, barring 
a major collapse. 


And Leon Britton, the man who has 
been there almost all the time through 
one of the most amazing Pheonix-like 
rises in British football history, is still 
there! 

Thank heavens for stories like this, to 
keep us all sane. In these money-mad 
times, there is still a place for success 
stories like Swansea’s. 

Still a place, also, for the likes of 
Norwich, Blackpool, Hull and Reading, 
all of whom have also won unlikely pro¬ 
motions to the promised land in recent 
times. 

OK, some of them have gone back 
down again -1 have always said, getting 
to the top flight is the easy bit, the hard 
part is staying there ... but at least they 
have enjoyed their moments in the sun¬ 
shine, so to speak. 

The Premiership wasn’t set up for 
those sort of clubs, but we should be 
grateful that clubs can still progress 
from the fourth tier to the first in a pret¬ 
ty short space of time - Swansea, 
Blackpool and Hull all having made the 
journey in the current century. 

Watching Swansea’s victory at The 
Liberty Stadium on Sky should have 
allowed Nigel Adkins a smile. 

Ditto Norwich City’s victory at West 
Bromwich Albion the previous day. 

For it appears two of the three teams

promoted from the Championship will 
stay up, with only the champions, 
Queens Park Rangers, currently in 
danger of going straight back down 
again. 

Statistically-speaking, the odds have 
favoured promoted clubs staying up at 
the first attempt in recent seasons. 

Of the last 18 promoted into the 
Premier League, ten have managed to 
avoid an instant demotion while eight 
have gone straight back down. 

Two of the three clubs promoted in 
2009/10 stayed up last term - Newcastle 
and West Bromwich Albion - with only 
Blackpool failing to stay up, and Ian 


Holloway’s men only went down on the 
final day. 

The performances of Swansea and 
Norwich in recent months should cer¬ 
tainly give Adkins and his Saints squad 
some confidence they can survive if 
they, too, manage to reach the 
Premiership’s promised land come the 
end of 2011/12. 

Biggest achievement 

Norwich included four players - 
Grant Holt, Zak Whitbread, Russell 
Martin and Wes Hoolahan - in their 
team who won at West Brom who had 
been playing in League 1 on the same 
weekend two years earlier. 

Should Saints go up again, they will 
probably be able to beat that figure next 
term. 

You can easily imagine a Saints side 


containing Kelvin Davis, Jose Fonte, 
Frazer Richardson, Adam Lallana, 
Richard Chaplow, Morgan 
Schneiderlin, Rickie Lambert and 
David Connolly in the Premiership - 
and all were playing in League 1 last 
season. 

As I see it, that’s been one of Adkins’ 
biggest achievements in the current 
Championship term - fielding the 
nucleus of the side that were turning 
out in the third tier 12 months ago. 

In terms of regulars, he has only real¬ 
ly added two defenders, Jos Hooiveld 
and Danny Fox. 

It will certainly be intriguing, 
though, to see how his two new for¬ 
eign imports, Tadanari Lee and 
Yago Falque, fit in to what is obvi¬ 
ously a great squad in terms of team 
spirit and how they fit into the man¬ 
ager’s playing style.

LEE Bradbury insists 
model professional 
Darryl Flahavan has the 
ability to defy the years - 
by continuing his playing 
career into his forties. 

The Cherries manager has 
shown his faith in the 33-year- 
old by extending his contract 
until June 2013, writes IAN 
WADLEY. 

Former Saints youngster 
Flahavan joined Cherries on an 
initial one-year deal but 
Bradbury decided to activate a 
clause for a further season after 
being impressed by the stopper’s 
performances this term. 

Signed as a free agent follow¬ 
ing his release from 
Portsmouth, the former 
Southend star has been an ever¬ 
present in League One since his 
arrival. 

Flahavan was set to captain 
Cherries in Adam Barrett’s 
absence against Tranmere 
Rovers this weekend. 

And Bradbury is confident his 
first-choice between the sticks 
has plenty of years ahead of him. 

“He is a really good pro,” the 
boss said.

Role model

“He is in great condition,” said 
the Cherries boss.

tie rest and feels rejuvenated 
and ready to go again. 

“He says he feels the best he 
has in a long time.” 

Flahavan’s position in the 
team was the topic of much dis¬ 
cussion during the early stages 


of the season after he defeated 
former number one Shwan Jalal 
in a pre-season battle to claim 
the jersey. 

Bradbury added: “Darryl has 
been very consistent. 

“Him and Shwan Jalal are 


having a good battle in training 
at the moment. 

“They are working very hard 
with each other, they are united 
as a goalkeeping team and they 
push each other all the time, 
which is fantastic for me.

CRAIG Conway struck in the 
second minute of second-half 
stoppage time to ensure a vital 
npower Championship victory 
for Cardiff against Portsmouth. 

Conway's low drive found the 
bottom corner with seconds 
remaining in the match to help 
the Bluebirds come from behind 
to secure the win.

SHOUNG kept themselves in 
the Evo-Stik South & West 
promotion race by staging a 
dramatic second half turn¬ 
around at Portsmouth Road 
this afternoon.

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AS Muhammad AN - the self-styled, 
and widely acknowledged ‘Greatest’ 

- celebrated his 70th birthday this 
week, Mark Staniforth picks his all- 
time boxing top 10. 

1. MUHAMMAD ALI: The Rumble in 
the Jungle and his Thrilla in Manila 
remain perhaps the two most iconic 
fights in boxing history - but one only 
needs to view the dazzling armoury he 
displayed in his 1966 fight against 
Cleveland Williams to realise just why 
Ali was, just as he said, ‘The Greatest’. 

2. SUGAR RAY ROBINSON: The only 
man whose ringcraft held a candle to 
that of Ali. First world welterweight 
champion and five times world mid¬ 
dleweight champion, Robinson reigned 
in an era of stars, and his six-fight rival¬ 
ry with Jake La Motta is one of the 
sport’s best. 

3. JIMMY WILDE: Probably the best 
flyweight of all time; certainly the best 
fighter Britain has ever produced. The 
Welshman's pale and skinny physique 
belied the power of his punches. He 
was world champion from 1916 to 1923 
and he won an incredible 130 of his 
134 decision bouts. 

4. JOE LOUIS: ‘The Brown Bomber’ 
ruled the heavyweight roost with dignity 
and dynamism for almost two decades. 
He reigned as champion from 1937 to 
1949, making 25 defences of his title. 
He was the first black heavyweight 
champion since Jack Johnson but was 
a hero for all Americans. 

5. WILLIE PEP: Pep fought 242 times 
and won 230 of those bouts. His art 
was in a ring artistry which verged on 
the balletic, and he once famously won 
a round without throwing a single 
punch. He was world featherweight 
champion from 1942 to 1950 and 
regained the title from his great rival 
Sandy Saddler in 1949.

6. HENRY ARMSTRONG: Homicide 
Hank’ was a kamikaze whirl of flying 
limbs, a brutal puncher with a granite 
chin to match. At one point in 1939 
Armstrong held world titles at feather¬ 
weight, lightweight and welterweight at 
the same time. He fought 151 times 
and stopped 101 of his victims. 

7. SUGAR RAY LEONARD: The gold¬ 
en boy of the 1976 Olympic Games in 
Montreal, Leonard starred in boxing’s 
greatest modern era, his bouts with 
Roberto Duran, Marvin Hagler and 
Thomas Hearns the stuff of legend. 
Leonard won five world titles at five dif¬ 
ferent weights. 

8. ARCHIE MOORE: Moore’s career 
lasted for 27 years and he was 39 when 
he first won the world light-heavyweight 
title. He would reign for 10 years, and 
had two unsuccessful cracks at the 
world heavyweight title against Rocky 
Marciano and Floyd Patterson before 
losing to a young Cassius Clay in 1962, 
when his age hovered around 50. 

9. BENNY LEONARD: Arguably the 
best lightweight ever, Leonard reigned 
from 1917 to 1923. He fought 212 
times and suffered only four knockout 
defeats. 

10. JACK JOHNSON: Boxing’s first 
black heavyweight champion, his 
seven-year reign from 1908 to 1915 
was characterised by a vivid lifestyle 
and a hearty disdain for those who 
preached white supremacy. His wins 
sparked race riots across America and 
his legacy effectively shut out the 
hopes of other potential black heavy¬ 
weight challengers for the next 20 
years. 


Tribute to Muhammad Ali, a man of great fights, gre* 


THESE days the eyes of Muhammad 
Ali, once so spariding and mischie¬ 
vous, are invariably hidden behind 
sunglasses. 

The body, as he celebrated his 70th 
birthday earlier this week, is frail, the 
gait uncertain, a walking frame or the 
arm of an aide often required, writes 
FRANK MALLEY. 

Yet more than 30 years since Ali hung 
up his gloves after losing his last fight 
against Trevor Berbick at the age of 39 
years and 328 days, following a career 
forged amid a golden generation of box¬ 
ing heavyweights, he remains the great¬ 
est sportsman who ever lived. 

His name conjures up a kaleidoscope of 
memories. 

Great fights such as ‘The Rumble in the 
Jungle’ against George Foreman and the 
‘Thrilla in Manila’ against Joe Frazier, 
whose funeral Ali attended in 
November. 

Moments of great courage, too, such as 
the lighting of the Olympic flame at the 
1996 Olympics in Atlanta when Ali, rav¬ 
aged by the effects of the Parkinson’s 
disease he has endured for 28 years, gave 
the world’s greatest sporting festival an 
iconic image. 

You do not have to be middle-aged to 
appreciate the breadth of Ali’s achieve¬ 
ments. 

You just have to take a passing 
interest in the history of sport and its 
ability to mould and shape the world 
around us. 

Ali is not just a 70-year-old has-been. 
His career is a reminder of how far sport 
can take those determined to ride their 
natural gifts, in Ali’s case hand and foot 
speed which saw him win the Olympic 
heavyweight gold medal in Rome in 1960 
before turning professional. 

In a boxing world which currently 
lacks credibility, with its plethora of title 
organisations and its myriad of weight 
divisions, it is difficult to convey the 
kudos the world heavyweight title 
bestowed back in Ali’s day. 

Suffice to say that he was, almost cer¬ 
tainly, the most famous individual on the 
planet. 

If his latter years had been kinder in 
health terms, no doubt he would stand 
up at his birthday party in his house in 
Paradise Valley, Arizona, with Lonnie, 
his childhood sweetheart and now 
fourth wife, and for old time’s sake 
launch into one of those eloquent exam¬ 
ples of the ‘Louisville Lip.’ 

He’d enthral his friends with tales of 
Foreman and Frazier and Ernie Terell 
and Jerry Quarry. He might explain how 
he managed to fight on to win by a split 
decision after breaking his jaw against 
Ken Norton. 

Almost certainly he would wax lyrical 
about the night he fought what has been 
deemed the perfect fight against 
Cleveland Williams, stopping his oppo¬ 
nent in the third round. 

He might even mention the time he felt 
‘Enery’s ‘ Ammer, the left hook of British 
heavyweight Henry Cooper, in front of 
45,000 British fight fans on a night mired 
in controversy when the laces of his 
gloves inexplicably came undone gaining 
him vital seconds to recover from a 
crashing knockdown. 

He’d reminisce about the days when 
reporters recorded every syllable of his 
pre-fight patter. 

“If you even dream of beating me you'd 
better wake up and apologise,” he 
famously warned one opponent. 

Instead, these days Ali lets the black- 
and-white TV pictures or the early-morn¬ 
ing closed-circuit cinema showings of 
him at his precocious best do the talking. 

Some say Joe Louis was the best heavy¬ 
weight boxer the world has ever seen and 
perhaps technically he does just eclipse 
the boy who was born Cassius Marcellus 
Clay on January 17,1942. 

But in terms of greatness there is no 
contest. Ali transcended sport. He proved 
greatness is not solely to do with what 
happens inside the ring or on the athlet¬ 
ics track or on the football field. 

When he told us how he “roped a dope”

in Foreman, we chuckled at his humour. 

We marvelled at his eloquence when 
discussing the world’s problems with 
popes and presidents. We respected his 
objection to the Vietnam War which cost 
him three years of his career. 

We were at first quizzical but then 
accepting of his conversion to Islam and 
his consequent change of name. 

But mostly we were bedazzled by the 
lightning hands and feet of the fastest 
heavyweight in history as he saw off the 
likes of Sonny Liston, Foreman and 
Frazier. 

In all he held the heavyweight title 
three times, winning 22 world title fights 
and losing three, including his ill-advised 
brutal encounter with former sparring 
partner Larry Holmes when he was in 
the midst of physical decline and sport¬ 
ing a bloated body and wandering mind. 

Some would say that is nothing unique: 
Evander Holyfield and Lennox Lewis 
have also held the world title three times. 

That, however, would be to miss the 


unique energy and humility of Ali, a man 
whose boastful ‘I'm the king of the world’ 
catchphrases were always tinged with an 
endearing dash of self-mockery. 

Only footballer Pele and golf’s Tiger 
Woods, prior to his self-destruction, come 
near to emulating Ali’s universal sport¬ 
ing appeal, men who when they play, 
hold the world in awe. 

Some might say Carl Lewis, Jack 
Nicklaus, Don Bradman, Bjorn 
Borg and maybe even Babe Ruth, 
the greatest player in baseball 
history, deserve their place in 
that debate. 

But, when all is duly consid¬ 
ered, one man is way out in 
front. The man who ‘floated 
like a butterfly and stung like 
a bee’. 

It is no longer possible to 
know what truly goes on 
behind those sunglasses. 

But the memories remain. 
Muhammad Ali, still the great¬ 
est.

“We duly got a rematch and trav¬ 
elled again. Jan said to me he didn’t 
want to just knock Mamba down, he 
wanted to get him. That was quite 
something coming from Jan, who 
was a very modest man. 

“He went over there and did exact¬ 
ly what he said he would. 

“He got Mamba into the corner 
and pummelled him. He just would¬ 
n’t let him go down and kept going 
until the referee stepped in and said 
‘that’s enough.’” 

After that came Gary Cooper, who 
won not only a Southern Area light 


heavyweight title but also became 
British champion in 1988 at a time 
when few of the peripheral belts in 
boxing existed. 

“I’ve got to say that Gary Cooper 
was the best boy I ever managed/ 
reflected Bishop, below right, 
praise indeed given he loves 
nearly all of them like sons. 

“He was no trouble at all, 
always polite, respectful, 
always listened, worked 
hard and did what you 
said.” 

Perhaps the fighter that 
lives longest in the 
public memory is 
Steve 
McCarthy 
who, like 


Cooper, bagged Southern Area and 
British light heavyweight titles. 

But the reason his legend lives on 
is one fight in particular, a 
favourite of pub quiz trivia and 
what happened next rounds, 
against Tony Wilson at 
Southampton Guildhall 
in 1989. 

McCarthy was on 
course for victory 
when Wilson’s mum 
entered the ring and hit 
McCarthy over the head 
with her stiletto. 
Amazingly, McCarthy, 
blood pouring from his head, 
ended up being declared the 
loser after leaving the ring 
following that incident

and Bishop paid an even heavier 
price. 

“I got stabbed that night,” he said, 
totally matter of fact. “I was walk¬ 
ing back to the dressing room and 
all hell was breaking loose. 

“I put my arm up in the air 
because I thought somebody was 
going to punch me and when I got 
back there I realised my arm was 
bleeding and I had been stabbed. 

“The night was incredible. Steve 
Holdsworth, who commentates for 
Eurosport, was there recording it 
and afterwards asked for the near¬ 
est TV studios. 

“I told him to take it back to 
London because he’d get more 
money, but he was determined and 
of course it became huge news. 


AS he approaches his tenth 
decade, Jack Bishop is cele¬ 
brating ten titles. 

The elder statesman of British 
boxing has given a lifetime serving 
Queen and country and then 
Queensbury rules. 

That’s a feat which has been 
recognised by a prestigious award 
from the British Boxing Board of 
Control and even an invite to meet 
the Queen at Buckingham Palace. 

But for Bishop, a man who doesn’t 
like fuss, pomp and ceremony, the 
titles his boxers have won mean 
more to him than anything. 

Sammy Couzens’ British Masters 
title victory at the back end of last 
year means Bishop has broken dou¬ 
ble figures for the number of belts 
that have returned with one of his 
fighters through the doors of his 
Southampton gym. 

It’s a phenomenal record, testa¬ 
ment not only to his ability as a 
coach and his hard work and deter¬ 
mination, but his dedication to the 
game as a manager and promoter as 
well. 

Bishop is slightly reluctant to con¬ 
duct this interview as he prefers to 
talk about his boxers than himself, 
even saying “I don’t look at the 
past, I prefer the future,”. 

But few would be able to argue his 
achievements don’t deserve docu¬ 
menting for generations to come to 
see and take inspiration from. 

“I was pretty proud of getting to 
double figures,” said Bishop, who is 
approaching his 89th birthday. 

“One of Jim Evans’ trainers came 
across to my gym and said I’d had 
more champions than Jim. 

“I think he has overtaken me now 
with a couple of Prizefighter win¬ 
ners - but I’m not sure if those . 
count. 

“I feel pretty good about it, espe-1 
cially the fact I’ve got two British 
title holders amongst them.” 

Bishop established himself on the 
south coast after leaving the forces 
and quickly gained a reputation for 
his ability to progress the careers of 
fighters, having had plenty of ring 
experience himself. 

He landed his first champion back 
in 1976 when Jan Magdziarz bagged 
the Southern Area middleweight 
belt. 

“Jan fought Shako Mamba and we 
had an amateur referee,” recalled 
Bishop when asked for some of the 
most memorable nights he had 
spent in the corner. 

“Jan had already been scared stiff 
because we flew over on a tiny 
plane sat right behind the captain. I 
was used to it, having flown to 
Europe in a Lysander several times 
during the war, but Jan certainly 
wasn’t. 

“When we got in to the fight 
Mamba hit Jan between the legs. It 
was a really low blow and Jan 
understandably went down and I 
realised the referee was counting 
him. I couldn’t believe it. 

“During the count Mamba stood 
behind the referee rather than in a 
neutral corner and, as soon as the 
count had finished, walked right 
past the referee and hit Jan with 
another low blow straight away. 

“The referee counted again and I 
told Jan just to stay down and he 
got counted out. 

“I was furious and got in the ring 
and eventually we got dragged 
away and back to the dressing 
room. 

“We got back and before I could 
even pick up the phone the board 
called to say they were protesting.

“He also did me a copy of the tape 
and at about lam I had a call from a 
TV station in Bermuda offering me 
£1,000 for my copy. 

“I turned it down. 

“Likewise, after the event Steve 
had a lot of interest and I had to tell 
him to stop talking to the Express in 
his front room because they hadn’t 
offered to pay him. 

“In the end I got him quite a bit of 
cash off The Sun for his story - 
that’s part of being a manager. 

“I still regret what happened that 
night because Steve ended up losing 
the fight. 

“After he was hit and was bleed¬ 
ing, the referee and the board didn’t 
have a clue what to do. 

“Steve wanted to get out the ring 


but I was telling him not to go any¬ 
where and to stay put. 

“Eventually he pushed my arm 
away and climbed out the ring. 

“It was manna from heaven for 
the board because he climbed out 
and so they could award a result, as 
you lose the fight if you do that. 

“What were they going to do if he 
stayed in there?” 

Steve’s brother, Paul - the current 
Winchester City FC owner - bagged 
the Southern Area middleweight 
title before Danny Ruegg picked up 
a super bantamweight belt in 1996. 

“Danny Ruegg was quite an 
achievement,” said Bishop. 

“When he came to me he’d never 
been in a ring in his life. His first 
proper time in the ring was for a 


professional fight. 

“Danny went in there and fought - 
and he knocked seven bells out of 
the other guy. You realised you had 
somebody who might do something 
and we went on to get him an area 
title.” 

It was to be another nine years 
before Bishop had another champi¬ 
on walking back through the doors 
of his gym at Captain’s Place. 

That man was heavyweight Colin 
Kenna, to whom Bishop remains 
immensely fond, before Steve Ede 
and now Couzens brought the tally 
up to ten. 

If anybody should know the secret 
of producing a champion, then it’s 
Bishop. “I don’t think there’s any 
secret,” he said in his typically 


modest and understated manner. 

“A lot of people try to make out it’s 
brain surgery or something. I 
recently had a trainer walk out on 
me because I was critical of him 
making it too technical. 

“I said I’d pay him £1,000 for every 
different punch he could name once 
we got beyond five. 

“It’s a simple thing, boxing - it 
requires guts, courage, a good chin, 
a good defence, which is sometimes 
ignored these days, and the ability 
to punch. 

“The real secret, if there is any, is 
getting to know the boxers. 

“In the corner there are some 
fighters you can bully into doing 
what you want and some who need 
coaxing into it. 


“It’s understanding them, and 
also not throwing them in with 
somebody they don’t stand a chance 
with, but having the courage to pro¬ 
duce some even matches to 
progress them.” 

What speaks volumes for Bishop’s 
management of his boxers is how 
fond they are of him, as well as him 
of them. 

“Paul McCarthy I never thought 
would win a title. It was a case of 
persevering with him, but we got 
there in the end,” he smiled. 

“He came in the gym about a 
month ago and threw his arms 
around me and kissed me. 

“Most of the boys didn’t know who 
he was or what he was up to, but he 
turned into a good boxer and it was 
nice he remembered me and came 
by. That sort of thing means a lot. 

“When I was unwell not long ago 
Gary Cooper’s brother, Charlie, 
who also fought for me, called me 
out of the blue. 

“I hadn’t spoken to him in years 
but he had somehow heard I was 
unwell. He has done well for him¬ 
self and he just called and said 
‘Jack, get whatever treatment you 
need. It doesn’t matter what it costs, 
get it done and get them to send the 
bill to me and I’ll pay the lot.’ 

“I was staggered. 

“I got better and didn’t need the 
help and I haven’t heard from him 
since, but it was such an amazing 
gesture and so nice that people 
remember the effort that you put in 
to help them.” 

Bishop has not only helped many 
fighters to achieve their potential, 
even though for many that was 
never going to be winning titles, but 
more than that kept the profession¬ 
al game alive in Southampton for 
decades. 

He has suffered from ill health 
recently and has become frustrated 
at some of the more recent develop¬ 
ments in the game, such as the rise 
of white collar boxing which he 
fears could end in somebody dying 
as well as total mismatches to build 
up the records of some fighters. 

Bishop is from an era where that 
sort of thing is not considered cor¬ 
rect and acceptable. 

And, whilst he acknowledges 
times do change, the financial con¬ 
straints such things have placed 
upon staging small hall shows 
means he potentially will never 
promote another show himself 
again. 

But don’t make the mistake of 
thinking that’s it for Bishop. 

A man with war stories one can 
only imagine has come through 
much worse. 

Typical of Bishop is his enthusi¬ 
asm for talking about the latest 
fight involving one of his boxers, a 
German contest for Couzens who 
lost in a blaze of glory. 

He’s definitely not done yet. 

“I’m almost 89 so it’s not easy 
going across to the gym four times a 
week, but this is the job I chose to 
do and the responsibility I have so I 
go across there and make sure they 
are doing it the way I want it done,” 
he insisted. 

“I had a lot of fights myself so I 
know what they’re going through. 

“I know what their minds are 
telling them and that means I can 
get through it with them. 

“I often joke I’m not really a train¬ 
er, I’m a psychologist. 

“I’m not finished yet. I think 
there’s more to come. I want more 
than ten - I’m a greedy bugger like 
that.”

PRIOR to the last Rugby World Cup, 
whenever Jonny Wilkinson stepped up 
to take a penalty, you would put the 
mortgage on him slotting the ball over 
for three guaranteed points. 

The same was true of Tiger Woods 
when he had a glimpse of final day 
major glory - he never failed. 

A Roger Federer serve, a Lionel 
Messi penalty, a Mark Cavendish burst 
for the finishing line: at his peak, each 
man falls into the same ultra-reliable 
category. 

There is (or was) a metronomic excel¬ 
lence about these sportsmen, an unerr¬ 
ing ability to get a kick, a putt, a serve 
or a sprint so absolutely right that it 
sets them apart from their peers. 

In most instances, it’s the relentless 
march of time which accounts for an 
athlete’s eventual inability to succeed 
where once he did so with majestic 
ease. 

In a much smaller number of cases, 
however, sometimes an athlete in his 
prime simply drops out of the sporting 
‘zone’ for no apparent reason and 
becomes incapable of recapturing the 
form or rhythm that once propelled him 
skywards.

for the 
Pittsburgh 
Pirates who, 
two years

Today, this sudden and inexplicable 
loss of sporting ability is known as 
Steve Blass Disease. 

The Art of Fielding is not, however, a 
book solely about baseball. 

It’s set in a Midwestern college called 
Westish which focuses upon the base¬ 
ball exploits of Henry Skrimshander, a 
shy teenager who finds that when he 
takes to the baseball field, he becomes 
a phenomenal player. 

So good is Henry that he attracts the 
attention of big team scouts, at which 
point he begins to think too much 
about his game... 

A passing knowledge of baseball cer¬ 
tainly helps when reading what is, at 
heart, a simple tale of redemption and 
loyalty laced with enough story strands 
to appease any Hollywood film director. 

Along the way, it sheds some light 
on why sportsmen might suffer from 
Steve Blass Disease, but unfortunately, 
it doesn’t tell us why it happens.

IT is hard to befieve now, but less 
than five years ago Saeed Ajmal 
was playing dub cricket in Sussex. 

Even more remarkably, I had the privilege 
of playing alongside him one afternoon dur¬ 
ing his three years as Cuckfield CC’s over¬ 
seas pro. 

Back then he was a virtual unknown out¬ 
side Pakistan and the Sussex Premier 
League. 

Now of course he is one of the most feared 
spinners in world cricket and was the 
destroyer-in-chief as England lost the first 
Test against Pakistan by ten wickets in 
Dubai this week. 

Little did I know I would be playing along¬ 
side a future superstar when I rolled up at 
Cuckfield Park, one of the most picturesque 
grounds in the south, to play an all-day 
friendly for my old club back in August 2006. 

Most of my teammates that day were 
friends from the 1990s. But I had not met 
Saeed, the popular Pakistani, before. 

“Just wait till you see him bowl,” I was 
told. We were playing the Brondesbury 
Erratics, regular opposition during the 
club’s established annual cricket week. 

Naturally, Saeed had to wait his turn to 
bowl. 

According to the scorer that day, he came 
on after I reeled off an uncharacteristically 
tidy opening spell (6-3-13-1). 

But my main memory is of fielding in the 
slips while Saeed teased and baffled a suc¬ 
cession of club players during his haul of 6 
for 28. 

So masterful was his sleight of hand, I won¬ 
dered if this was for real or if I had just had a 
glass of port too many during the lunch 
interval. 

He showed no mercy to amateurs non¬ 
plussed as he worked his magic, spinning 
the ball this way and that with the same 
doosra that did for England. 

The number one Test side in the world did 
not fare any better against Saeed this week 
as he returned a career-best 7-55 before 
finishing with match figures of 10 for 97. 

His success over the last few years 
has not surprised his former 
Cuckfield teammates, who he helped 
win promotion to the Sussex 
Premier League for the first time in 
2005. 

Saeed took 95 wickets at 12.9 
apiece as Cuckfield achieved top- 
three finishes in 2006 and 2007. 

His captain for two seasons was 
Chris Mole, a housemaster at 
Lancing College. 

“Saeed also coached at 
Lancing and would spend up to 
five hours a day in the nets on his 
own, bowling ball after ball at a 
set of stumps,” recalls Mole.

“When he left he 
returned a bag full of 
old balls we assumed 
had been lost!” 

Mole, 33, also had the 
challenge of keeping wick¬ 
et to him. “It was great fun. 

We’d have an understand¬ 
ing when he would bowl a 
certain delivery - he had 
about eight in his armoury 
then. 

“But there were times when I 
went to collect the ball down the 
leg side and it went through first 
slip! He would just stand there 
grinning! 

“Former county batsmen 
would come off the pitch shak¬ 
ing their heads not knowing 
which way it was going, but not 
every ball was a miracle delivery. He 
had a one-day mentality so would flatten his flight 
if he got smashed around.” 

Within a year of playing his last game for 
Cuckfield, Saeed helped Pakistan beat India in 
Karachi on his 
international 
debut. 

Now 34, his 55 
ODI appearances 
have yielded 78 
wickets at 24.7 and 
he has 93 wickets 
from just 18 Tests, 
at 27.96 apiece. 

“He deserves all 
the success he’s 
getting, he’s a love¬ 
ly guy who just 
loves playing with 
his mates,” added 
Mole. 
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AUSSIE legend Matthew Hayden has spoken on his 
pride at being a former Hampshire Cricket star. 

The man with 103 Test caps to his name was the county’s 
overseas player for the entire 1997 English summer, writes 
AHMER KHOKHAR. 

He left many great memories, topping the county’s 
Championship, one-day league and Benson & Hedges Cup run¬ 
scoring charts. 

He struck 1,438 Championship runs in 16 games, with only 
fellow Aussies Darren Lehmann and Stuart Law and 
England’s Steve James scoring more. 

But no-one made more one-day league runs than Hayden’s 
654, with two centuries and three half-centuries. 

Lehmann and Law were second and third, showing the huge 
impact those three Australians had on our county scene 15 
years ago. 

Hayden has never forgotten his summer in Southampton. 

“I’m regularly in contact with Rod Bransgrove and I see 
Robin Smith quite often in and around the Australian scene,” 
he said. 

“I loved every minute of my time with Hampshire.

“I learned so much about my game over there and I’m still 
really good friends with Tony and Sally Baker, who were the 
original CEOs when I was there, so I’ve got fond memories of 
everything at Hampshire.

Hayden might have retired from the Test scene three 
years ago this month, but he has been in action recently 
playing for Brisbane Heat in

the revamped KFC Big Bash t20 League. 

Hayden, 40 last October, scored 207 runs in his 
seven innings for Heat, who failed to make the semi¬ 
finals. 

“I’m going to sit down and talk about whether I play 
on in the Big Bash League next year in the next few 
weeks,” he revealed. “I had a 20-week pre-season to 
get to this point, to get my skills to a level I was 
happy with to play in a tournament like this. 

“Now I will celebrate the fact that I played good 
cricket and the team played good cricket, even 
though we didn’t make the finals. 

“I’m going to go down to the beach to contem¬ 
plate my future. 

“I’ve got a very successful business in the 
leisure and lifestyle area ‘The Hayden Way’ and 
I’m also doing some television presenting and 
looking to develop more innovative pro¬ 
gramme content. 

“I’ve really, really enjoyed how much the 
fans have supported the Brisbane Heat. 

“I’ve left the IPL now (where he played for 
the Chennai Super Kings) and at some 
point I want to settle down and 
spend time at home because the 
travelling and touring takes its 
toll. 

“I’ve got three little ones and 
its fabulous being involved in 
their lives as much as possi¬ 
ble.”

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England’s

ENGLAND know they urgently 
need to pull off one of their 
trademark tricks by immediate¬ 
ly bouncing back from defeat 
to stay alive in their three-Test 
series against Pakistan. 

Andrew Strauss’s team were 
back in the International 
Cricket Council’s GCA nets 
this morning, after a day off 
yesterday, and will be on the 
road tomorrow for the second 
Test in Abu Dhabi starting on 
Wednesday. 

They should, of course, still 
have been playing the first 
match at the adjacent Dubai 
International Cricket Stadium, 
but that contest was lost by 10 
wickets inside three days - 
largely because of their abject 
batting, against off-spinner 
Saeed Ajmal in particular. 
Jonathan Trott, pictured, was 
unique among 
his team¬ 
mates in that 
he did not fall 
to spin in 
either innings 

- and he is 
optimistic 
that England 
can make an 
instant 
response to 
adversity. 

“Being a part 
of this 

England team 
for two or 
three years, 
we’ve had a 
few losses 
and we’ve 
managed to bounce back in 
the following game,” said 
Trott. 

“We hope we can do that again 

- and being close-knit and 
playing well together and 
knowing each other’s games 
so well, it's just a matter of 
time for us to get back to win¬ 
ning ways.” 

England appear determined 
they will not be sucked into 
the controversy over the legali¬ 
ty of Ajmal’s action - despite 
coach Andy Flower’s notably 
equivocal remarks on the sub¬ 
ject yesterday. 

Instead, they will focus on 
what they can and must do to 
help themselves. 

“Whenever you go into the first 
Test and don’t score big in the 
first innings, you’re going to 
put your bowlers and yourself 
under pressure,” added Trott. 
“But that happened, and we’re 
looking to rectify it in the sec¬ 
ond game.”

LINVOY Primus is hoping to 
celebrate Faith & Football’s 
tenth anniversary by beating 
last year’s Great South Run 
time. 

The former Pompey cap¬ 
tain raised more than £2,500 
for his charity after finishing 
his first Great South Run in 
104 minutes three months 
ago. But he is determined to 
run faster this year.
